By reaſon of this fight, when a blindneſle pre- 
uailes, the childe 3f God truly inlightened with knowe- 
ledge to life everlaſting , may erre pot onely in lighter 
points, but cuen in the very foundation of religion, as the 
Corinthians and the Galatians did, And as one man may 
erre,ſo an hundred men may alſo: yea a whole particular 
Church; and as one Church may ere, ſo an hundred more 
may.For in reſpect of this combardthe eltate and conditi-, 
on of all men is alike, Whenceit appeares that the Church 
militant ypon earth is ſubieAroerrour.But yet asthe Giſea-

with any of them), but to ſeparate from them all. lanſier,
